famous concentration camps of 
Sachsenhausen, Flossenberg and 
Dachau, with thelr starving in- 
mates and cver-smoking crema- 
toria, It brings home with al- 
most painful intensity his ordeal 
of body, mind and spirit, and 
those of his more unfortunate 
fellow prisoners, 


For most of them, there was 
\ittle hope, but he was kept 
alive cs Odette had succecded 
in convineing the Germans that 
he was _o relation of Sir 
Winston Churchill’s ond he re- 
celved less inhuman = trestment 
than mest. > 


This is a moving and Inspir— 
ing book, describing in minute 


ele 


detail the effects of solitary con 
finement ond the unquénchoble 
spirit of o gallant host of Nazi 
victims, He was 300 days in o 
Frestca cell, where resigna- 
tion, hope and despair followed 
cach other round, Hke the 
eenscns, in a regular cycle. Be- 
hind these bars, o gift of 72 
Red Cross biscuits constituted a 
gigontic fenst, an book all to 
himself a consolation beyond 
Measure, 


Of his rare excursions out- 
side his cell, he writes: “Though 
T had now renched the exalted 
state of n monk studying quictly 
in hls ot, occasional ten- 
minute breuks in the clolsters 
were Mice platinum milestones 
because of thelr rarity, I would ’ 
bring back o wild flower and 
spend hours cnalysing Its 
formation, its pistil, its petats 
and the veins in {ts curved 
velve'y substance. The Mmit- 
less time ot one's disposal meant 
that one could study so small 
a trife with o mlnuteness of 
care and attention that no 
flowcr-lover ever gave or could 
afford to give even to a pet 
orchid. The Iden of suddenly 
finding oneself transplanted In- 
to the wealth of Kew Gardens 
was almest overwhelming.” 


Despite the solltary confine- 
ment, the prisoners succeeded 
in communicating with ° cach 
other in a variety of Ingenious 
ways, and even produced a 
choir, tach ‘recital’ concluding 
with the Marseilalse and the 
British National Anthem.
